Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicants' representative queried the examiner to see if the 
rejections under 35 USC 101 of claims 25 and 40 would be overcome if the claims were amended to include 26, and 
41 respectively. The examiner indicated that the claims would be statutory if claim 25 included the limitations of claim 
26, and if claim 40 included the limitations of claim 41 . The examiner informed the applicants' representative that a 
formal response to the previous office action would need to be filed with the office.
